HESE are indeed slow times for the ad- 


vocates of disarmament of nations as 


a preventative of war. The going is hard and 
to some extent impossible. 


No matter how optimistic the apostles 
of 


disarmament may feel about it, there is not a 
chance for an official step in that direction at 
the present time. 
On the contrary, it is ex- 


pected that our national appropriations 
for 


army and navy will be excessively large this 
year. 


Senator Pomereno hoped to bring about de- 


lay in action on the naval and army plans for 
a period of six months, -while Senator Borah 
introduced a resolution authorizing the Presi- 
dent to call a conference of representatives of 
the United States, England and Japan, to 
agree on a "naval holiday." The chief execu- 
tive has ordered all such plans discarded. 


The appropriation bill m the Senate canh'd 


$100,000,000 more than the hill passed by the 
House and is almost identically the same as 
the bill that failed of passage last March »n 
the Senate. 
The House bill provided for a 


personnel of 100,000 men. while the Senate 
measure increased the number by 20,000 and 
provided for a greater aviation program df- 
velopment of Pacific coast flc^t bases 
and 


speeding up capital ship production. 
There 


is no reduction or lessening of armamont any- 
where in the bill. 


It is a foregone conclusion that the tax pay- ^ 


ing public will be called upon to pay men more 
in the future and that a larger pcrecenUigc 
of the taxes will be applied to military purpos- 
es. 
Evrn now, more than two-thirds of <ho 


taxes paid in for national purposes go to mili- 
tary upkeep.

Weeks of the war department are dftennmrd 
that the Tinted States shall have the laigcsi 
navy and army possible for this countiv. 


It is little wonder that other nations, noting 


our activity in this respect, have grown sus- 
picious and that they too are bending extni 
effort along the same hues?
